Growing public anger and 
advertiser pullouts prompted 
Murdoch to close News of the 
World in an attempt to contain 
the crisis. 


The victims of alleged phone- 
hacking, some of whom have 
accepted compensation from 
News International, include 
celebrities, politicians, the fami- 
lies of dead troops and people 
caught up in terrorist attacks 
and murders. 


Former News of the World 
journalist Sean Hoare was found 
dead Monday but police said 
they were not treating it as sus- 
picious. Hoare had told the New 
York Times that phone-hacking 
by the News of the World was 
more extensive than the paper 
had acknowledged. 


The scandal has raised ques- 
tions about ties between report- 
ers and police officers, some 
of whom are alleged to have 
provided confidential phone 
numbers and other information 
to journalists.

Worst of heat wave expected to arrive Wednesday and Thursday

Brett Gremillion prepared to call in reinforce- 
ments at his South Side air-conditioning repair 
shop Tuesday as Chicago-area residents suf- 
fered through a third straight day of sweltering 
heat and humidity. 

“During these hot days the air conditioner 
is working almost 24 hours a day,” said Gremil- 
lion, who had taken calls from about 30 cus- 
tomers by noon, well above his usual total.

Gremillion probably will need the extra help 
for a while. Wednesday and Thursday could 
be the hottest days in the city since 2005, and 
the heat wave is expected to continue roasting 
the region through the weekend, forecasters 
said. 

Forecasts show high temperatures in the 
mid- to upper 90s and oppressive humidity,

CLOSED FOR BUSINESS 

People who tried to beat the heat Tuesday by 
heading to Chicago's lakefront were left disap- 
pointed when swim bans were instituted at all 
but one city beach because of dense fog that 
limited lifeguards’ visibility.

Temperatures 
are expected to drop only into the low 80s, and 
overnight heat indexes probably will stay above 
9o degrees. 

The sustained heat and humidity, combined 
with lack of relief at night, will make it hard 
for people to stay cool during the next few days, 
said Bill Nelson, a weather service meteorolo- 
gist. 

“We encourage people to stay indoors as 
much as possible,” Nelson said. “The body 
wont be able to sweat as much, and when you 
do sweat, it won't be able to evaporate away.”

Reinvent the wheel? 
Nope, just the toilet 


The toilet is broken—and not because it 
won't flush. 

This unsightly piece of technology, 
which everyone uses but no one seems to 
think much about, is in desperate need of 
an overhaul, according to the Bill & Me- 
linda Gates Foundation, which launched a 
challenge to “reinvent the toilet.” 

The foundation announced $41.5 mil- 
lion worth of grants Tuesday aimed at get- 
ting someone to re-engineer the flushing 
porcelain pot, which has been in use since 
the 1700s. 

“No innovation in the past 200 years has 
done more to save lives and improve health 
than the sanitation revolution triggered by 
invention of the toilet,” Sylvia Mathews 
Burwell, president of the foundation's 
global development program, said. “But it 
did not go far enough. It only reached one- 
third of the world. What we need are new 


approaches. New ideas. In short, we need 
to reinvent the toilet.” 


GLOBAL TOILET STATS 
About 2.5 billion people don’t have ac- 

cess to toilets as we’ve currently imag- 

ined them, and this lack of toilet access 
encourages the spread of diarrheal dis- 
eases, which are blamed for the deaths 
of 1.5 million children each year, accord- 
ing to the World Health Organization. 


So what exactly is wrong with the cur- 
rent commode? 

It’s too expensive for people in the de- 
veloping world; it requires water and a 
sewer-system hookup, which aren’t always 
available; and it does nothing to actually 
treat human waste, said Frank Rijsberman, 
the foundation’s director of water sanita- 
tion and hygiene. 

“We like the toilet. It was invented in 
1775, saved millions of lives,” he said. “At 
the same time, it didn’t reach two-thirds 
of the world’s population.” 

So it’s high time for an update, he said.

Call ’em legends, all-stars or big shots. Just don’t call em amateurs. 
In Chicago, a select few rec league athletes have been there, done 
that—on a much larger scale. 

Take Craig Murray, for example. The Park Ridge resident pitched 
the University of Michigan to a Big Ten championship win five years 
ago. Now he’s hitting home runs for the Athletics — not of Oakland, 
but of Chicago. The Athletics play four games a week at parks on 
the North Side. 

Or Dante Brinkley, who has been drafted by professional base- 
ball teams but made more noise when he hit a grand slam during a 
softball game a few years ago. The opposing team called the South 
Loop resident an “illegal player” because of his professional ball ex- 
perience. 

Whether they're grand-slammers such as Murray and Brinkley, 
defensemen in floor hockey or star 3-point shooters, college ath- 
letes said they participate in rec sports because they enjoy compet- 
ing. It’s also less stressful than playing in college—unless their team- 
mates place high expectations on them because of their past sports 
experience. 

Jason Erkes, president of the Chicago Sport and Social Club, 
which boasts 70,000 annual participants in its indoor and outdoor 
leagues, said he “couldn’t even guess” how many of his athletes had a 
college background—a phenomenon RedEye found to be rare. 

With summer rec league season in full swing, RedEye talked to 
some ex-college athletes who turned bro instead of pro.

Courtney O’Connor | 24 Budlong Woods in Lincoln Square 
Claim to fame: Served as team assistant captain of the Clarkson 
University ice hockey team in Potsdam, NY. 


The biggest difference between college ice hockey and rec league 
floor hockey? 

“The beers after,” said O’Connor, who played defenseman for 
four years in college and plays for ice and floor rec league teams. 

O’Connor, who played for Loyola Academy in Wilmette, got into 
rec leagues last year through a friend of her sister who was a hockey 
forward for SUNY Plattsburgh in New York. 

“In college, it’s more workouts every day, mandatory things,” 
O’Connor said. “The rec leagues are more laid back. There’s no 
pressure from coaches.” 

But there is pressure from her competitors in her coed leagues. 
The male floor hockey players can get pretty physical, O'Connor 
said. 

“T used to wear shorts and now I wear sweatpants. I used to leave 
the gym every day with welts,” O’Connor said. “I’ve got a perma- 
nent swollen ankle from a guy in the league.” 


Craig Murray | 27 Park Ridge 
Claim to fame: University of Michigan 
baseball letter winner for four years 


Murray, a right-handed pitcher, helped the 
University of Michigan reach 37 wins in 
2005—its highest total since 1989. 

He started and pitched nearly five in- 
nings to lead Michigan over Minnesota in 
the Big Ten championship in 2006. 

And in 2010 he was MVP—of his rec 
league. 

Murray joined the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan Baseball Association last year after 
playing at Michigan from 2002-06. Mur- 
ray said he injured his back toward the end 
of his college career— dashing any hopes of 
playing professionally. 

“Tt felt great to get back to playing base- 
ball kind of like you did when you're grow- 
ing up,” said Murray, who was all-state at 
Maine South High School in Park Ridge in 
2002. “That’s the fun thing about the rec 
league. You do it all. Last year, I hit and I 
pitched.” 

Murray said it was his aptitude as a 
strikeout pitcher that earned him the 
MVP title, which was voted on by league 
coaches. Murray said some of his team- 
mates knew he played in college. 

“They don’t really treat you any differ- 
ent. Maybe they just expect you to 
play better,” Murray said.

» Don't ask for their autograph. 


» Don't mention how they almost made 
it to the big leagues-—if it wasn't for that 
injury/bad play/cheating scandal. 


» Don't try to rough them up to level 
the playing field. If it didn’t work for 
Tonya Harding, it’s not going to work 
in rec leagues... . 


» Don't expect them to be perfect. 
Even LeBron James has his off days 
(they're called playoff days). 


» Don’t compare your resume to 
theirs. That one time you scored a 
touchdown in your weekend pow- 
der puff game doesn’t compare 
to the winning score in a college 
championship. 


Dante Brinkley | 29, south Loop 
Claim to fame: Drafted by the San Francisco 
Giants and the New York Mets 


He made it to the big leagues; now he orga- 
nizes rec league games. Brinkley—whose 
crucial hit helped send his Southwest Mis- 
souri State team to the College World Se- 
ries in 2003—this year founded CBL Sports, 
which offers coed flag football in Chicago 
and plans to add basketball, soccer and bowl- 
ing to its roster. 

He retired from professional baseball in 
2008 because, he said, “it was time for me to 
move on to another phase in life.” He works 
at Northwestern and manages CBL part time. 

At one time, Brinkley was playing on three 


Klayton Korver | 27, Northbrook 
Claim to fame: Appeared in 122 games at 
Drake University, a school record 


Forget that older brother Kyle Korver’s 
3-point shooting propelled the Bulls to the 
Eastern Conference finals in May. Klayton 
Korver is one of two players in Drake history 
to make more than 200 3-pointers. 

After he graduated in 2008 after five years 
at the Des Moines school, Korver tried out 
for European basketball teams, but knee inju- 
ries plagued him. So he turned to rec leagues. 

“People take it, like, really seriously,” said 
Korver, who said he’s seen some “pretty fla- 
grant fouls.” “It’s pretty cutthroat out there 
sometimes.” 

Korver, who played forward for Drake, said 
he’s never really had a set position on a rec

softball teams and two flag football teams, he 
said. His teammates quickly realized he was a 
professional. 

A few years ago, he was playing a softball 
game for a rec team that was mostly female. 
The team was down three runs and with the 
bases loaded, Brinkley hit a grand slam onto 
a street near the field. After that, rec leaguers 
started calling him an “illegal player,” Brinkley 
said. 

Brinkley said he doesn’t boast about his 
baseball resume and though he tries to go full 
speed when he plays, he’s not as intense as he 
was a few years ago. 

“T had my time in the sun, so I just kind of 
take a back seat,” Brinkley said.

Death Ships singer-songwriter Dan Maloney has re- 
ferred to the band’s long-in-the-works new album, 
“Circumstantial Chemistry,” as his “Chinese Democra- 
cy.”
